ORIGINATOR’'S STRAINS 


The rapid turnover of varieties is an indication of the healthy progress being made in developing more 
profitable varieties that help offset the high cost of production. The use of snapdragons as a catch crop 
is now more feasible than ever. Unpinched, they can be flowered in 3 to 5 months at 6x6” spacing; or 
grown to a single stem in about the same time, spaced at 4x 6”. Usual spacing is 7 or 8 inches. The vigor- 
ous growth of the hybrids makes it possible to produce good cut flower material outdoors under cloth. 


THE HYBRIDS 


Uniform, free flowering, hybrid vigor, all go to making an article that is profitable to grow. 

Because of the extra vigor, it is best to be careful that you do not overfeed. 

Barbara. Large flowered bronze with a pink throat. Considered by some, the best bronze 
hybrid. 

Better Times. One of the older hybrids. The color of the Better Times rose and the habit of 
Christmcse € he crt eeter or.

Christina. Bright pink shade somewhat deeper than Mary Ellen. It is earlier than Mary Ellen 
and the flowers are larger and more closely spaced.

Fringed White Snow. Pure, clear white. Best for midseason to late. 


Gold Mine. A rich sparkling yellow, much superior in flower, stem and production to the 
old favorite Ethel. We consider it one of the best yellows. 


Gold Rush. Quite similar to the above, except that it is several shades lighter in color.

Libby. (New) Second early, dark rose pink hybrid with very strong stems and vigorous 
growth with good sized florets set medium to close on long spikes. Flowers after Mary 
Ellen.

Day Star. Very early yellow, good uniformity, long spike. 


Outstanding vigor, uniformity and spike for- 
mation should make this a leading winter flowering yellow,
